«— The purpose of this memorandum is to report on the 
current National Council meeting of Students for a Democratic 
Society (SDS). 


SDS began its National Council meeting at Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, on 12/27/68. The meeting ended on 1/1/69. A high 
of approximately 800 individuals attended the meeting. The 
meeting developed into a power struggle between current SDS 
leaders and members of the Progressive Labor Party (PLP), a 
pro-Chinese Marxist group. PLP showed great strength during 
the meeting. Fights broke out between the delegates on many 
occasions. SDS leaders proposed that SDS be a youth movement : 
of a reformist rather than a revolutionary nature. The PLP 
pushed for a worker-student alliance. The SDS proposal won 
hy only two votes. The delegates voted fo ‘deny support to 
the demonstrations at Washington, D. C., during the Presidential 
inaugural ceremonies, although it was pointed out that local 
chapters can do as they please concerning these demonstrations. 
Black nationalist delegates to the convention were strongly 
against demonstrations at Washington, D. C., as it would 
endanger "black revolutionary work" being done in - 
Wasbington, D. C. One of our sources is of the opinion that 
the PLP has sufficient strength to take over SDS. 
A Current Intelligence Analysis is being prepared 
on this meeting. In addition to the normal distribution to 
top Government officials, it will also be furnished S pon N. 
Mitchell, the incoming Attorney General.
